British and American banks 
in Hong Kony have, since the 
passing of the Debtor and 
Creditor Ordinance earlier in 
the year, been repnid, accord- 
ing to a survey made by the 
“Sunday Herald.” 


These debts, estimated at nenr- 
ly 14K§250,000,000, bad in most 
tuses been repatd to the Jupanese 
Hquidators of the banks during 
the occupation, but such repuy- 
ments were not recognised os 
valid under the Debtor and Cre- 
ait Ordinance which required 
debtors to repay afresh,

half a mite untill we came to a 
amall dilnpidated wooden shack 
which tad obviously “been — the 
home of the Catholle Fathers for

There was only one old priest 
tiving there, a shrivelied bent old 
man with white halr, and a wispy 
grey, beard. He was German, 
but for the last 20 yenrs he had 
never stirred outside the city, 
and scarcely spoken to o for- 
cigner, with the result that he 
had becom practically Chinese. 


Chinese Mind 


He spoke’ Chinese as his native 
tonguc, and thought with a 
Chinese Mind. He had almost 
forgo*ten how to speak any Furo- 
pean languoge, even his own, 
and Was much more at ease car- 
tying on n conversation with 
Ah_Lee fn Chinese. 

He apologised for being un- 
able to offer us a bed or food, 
and explained that he had_ only 
ong room, In which he lived, ate, 
and slept coollo style, but called 
two of hfs students, and told 
them to tako uy to the city’s only 


Inn. 

Although he never heard a 
tadip, or read a newspaper, he 
was not at all curious nbout 
what was hnapventng In the out- 
side world, His whole existence 
was bounded by the four walls 
of tho city. 

When we got back to the car 
we found about a hundred people 
surrounding it I dozed in the 
back seat whilct the others held 
a conference a Uttle way off. 

Outside the ear, the Chinese 
wero holding whispered conver. 
sations which were strangely 
soothing, heard through a slecpy 
haze. Now ond again one.of them 
would peer through the window, 
theri pad silently away. 

Tho orange-coloured lanterns 
hobbing about helped to enhance 
the cerle effect. I remember 
thinking that even Hollywood's 
more_ imaginative efforts to port- 
ray China fell short of this. 

Manocuvring the, car round in 
the darkness provided the people 
with entertainment for the next 
20. minutes, but we made jt at 
last, asd drove the car to the 
“hotel” in the outer city, 

We left the next morning in the 
grey half light of down. The 
taciturn watchman at the pate 


eyed us suspiciously before pull- 
Ing back the huge {ron bolt and 
niowing us to pags... Then the 
tarblidding gates closed once more, 
shutting in the people and keep- 
Ing out the strangers,
